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A  NORTHERN  TREASURE  ISLAND.

Robert  Louis  Stevenson,  author  of  “  Treasure  Island,”  paid  a  visit  to  Shetland’s  lonely 
Out  Skerries  last  century  but  did  not  know  that  he  had  set  foot  on  a  real  treasure  island.  Nor 
did  an  earlier  member  of  the  Stevenson  family  who  constructed  the  lighthouse  on  Bound 
Skerry. 

Further  proof  that  the  ocean  floor  around  the  Skerries  is  littered  in  gold  has  come  with  the 
discovery  of  three  silver  guilders  and  two  gold  ducats  in  crevices  in  the  cliffs.  The  date,  1711, 
on  the  gold  coins  confirms  that  they  are  part  of  a  newly-minted  specie  from  the  Amsterdam 
ship  De  Liefde.  The  date  also  explodes  a  long-perpetuated  error  about  the  identity  of  the 
treasure  ship. 

There  were  in  fact  two  treasure  ships.  The  first  was  the  Kennermerlandt,  which  was 
wrecked  in  1664.  The  second,  and  most  definitely  the  one  from  which  the  coins  came,  was  the 
De  Liefde. 

The  first  coin  found  was  a  silver  one,  spotted  by  Robert  Johnson,  Lerwick,  and  friend 
Peter  Johnson,  of  Skerries.  It  was  wedged  in  a  crevice  about  six  feet  above  high-water  mark. 
A  close  search  of  the  area  revealed  another  coin,  a  gold  ducat,  in  a  crack  so  narrow  that  it  had 
to  be  retrieved  by  using  a  notched  stick.  The  following  day  William  Arthur,  a  fishing  boat 
skipper,  found  the  gold  coin  and  the  silver  one.  A  third  silver  coin  was  found  by  David  Johnson, 
of  Skerries. 

In  the  midst  of  the  confusion  surrounding  the  identity  of  the  treasure  ship,  some  writers 
even  invented  a  third  one — by  anglicising  the  name  of  the  first  one  to  “  Carmelan.”  But, 
according  to  Mr.  Thomas  Henderson,  Convener  of  Shetland  County  Council,  who  is  an 
authority  on  maritime  history,  she  was  the  same  Kennermerlandt,  a  Dutch  East  Indiaman 
which  sailed  from  the  Texel  in  November  1664  and  was  wrecked  on  Stoora  Stack  during  a 
storm. 

Mr.  Henderson  has  written: 

“  The  Carmelan  of  Amsterdam  sailed  on  a  Maundsmass  Day, 

On  Stoora  Stack  she  broke  her  back, 

And  the  Skerries  men  had  a  prey.” 
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Mr.  Henderson  said  yesterday  that  the  records  show  that  the  Carmelan  and  the  Rjynlandt, 
with  whom  she  sailed,  were  loaded  with  specie  to  the  value  of  240,000  guilders.  The  Rjynlandt 
was  disabled  in  the  gale  but  got  home  safely  with  119,700  guilders. 

Meanwhile  the  Skerries  men  and  their  laird  had  been  busy  and  succeeded  in  landing 
“  thrie  little  chists  with  strong  iron  bandis  and  double  lockis,”  which  in  turn  were  seized  by 
the  Earl  of  Morton.  In  the  three  little  chests  were  close  on  120,000  guilders  mainly  in  gold 
ducats.  This  was  practically  all  the  treasure  on  board  the  ship.  The  Earl  of  Morton  did  not 
profit  at  all  in  the  long  run  for  he  conveniently  forgot  to  tell  his  Sovereign  about  this  successful 
treasure  hunt — an  aberration  which  caused  King  Charles  II  to  revoke  Morton’s  title  to  the 
islands. 

And  so  to  the  De  Liefde  which  struck  the  rocks  at  Mioness  in  December,  1711.  Some  of  the 
facts  about  her  so  closely  resembled  those  relating  to  the  earlier  wreck  that  it  is  small  wonder 
there  has  been  confusion.  She,  too,  sailed  from  the  Texel.  She,  too,  had  a  man  in  her  rigging 
as  a  look-out  and,  just  as  the  three  men  from  the  Kennermerlandt  were  flung  ashore  when  the 
mast  snapped,  so  one  man  survived  when  the  mast  of  the  De  Liefde  gave  way  and  obligingly 
catapulted  him  ashore. 

The  1711  wreck  left  227,000  guilders  on  the  ocean  floor,  some  in  gold  ducats  which  had  been 
newly  minted  and  were  therefore  dated  1711,  and  the  balance  in  silver  with  dates  about  1660 
or  1662.  This  time  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  tried  to  salvage  the  specie.  They  got  very 
little  and,  unless  he  was  uncommonly  successful  in  maintaining  silence,  the  laird  got  none 
although  he  employed  a  salvage  expert  from  London. 

From  time  to  time  the  sea  has  cast  up  evidence  of  the  wealth  that  lies  on  the  ocean  floor 
near  the  Skerries.  Gold  and  silver  coins  were  found  after  the  great  gale  of  1900.  The  bright 
gold  ducats  bear  the  figure  of  a  man  carrying  a  sheaf  of  corn,  and  the  legend  CONCORDIA  RES 
parvae  crescunt  (harmony  augments  small  enterprises).  The  silver  coins  are  about  one  and 
three-quarter  inches  in  diameter  and  are  exactly  300  years  old.  The  gold  coins,  about  half-an- 
inch  in  diameter,  are  all  dated  1711.  Mr.  Henderson  confirms  that  all  the  gold  was  newly 
minted  while  the  silver  was  old  coin.  The  par  value  of  the  treasure  would  have  been  £23,000. 

Mr.  Henderson  has  traced  the  story  of  the  ship  and  of  subsequent  attempts  at  salvage 
which  included  one  large-scale  effort  by  the  Dutch  East  India  Company.  He  does  not  think 
that  more  than  £3,000  could  have  been  recovered. 

The  ship  lies  in  deep  water  on  a  hard  bottom  with  dense  seaweed  and  deep  crevices  in  the 
rocks.  These  circumstances  defeated  the  salvage  workers.  But  there  could  be  £20,000  worth 
left — and  that  is  only  a  fraction  of  to-day’s  value. 

Postscript ,  9  July,  1960. 

Two  more  gold  ducats  dated  1711  were  found  on  the  island  of  Skerries  yesterday.  The  coins 
are  part  of  the  treasure  lost  when  the  Dutch  ship  De  Leifde  was  wrecked  on.  the  Skerries  coast 
in  1711. 


CLEANING  ROMAN  COINS— A  RECONSIDERATION.

Three  years  ago  some  mysterious  force  prompted  me  to  express  some  incautious  views  on 
the  cleaning  of  coins  (Cleaning  Roman  Coins,  Bulletin,  April  1957).  This  article  has  sometimes 
been  a  source  of  embarassment,  sometimes  the  reverse,  but  recent  letters  in  the  Bulletin  make 
me  feel  sure  that  it  is  now  time  to  reconsider  some  of  the  views  expressed  there. 

Firstly,  I  must  point  out  that  there  are  two  main  classes  of  Roman  coin  which  need  cleaning, 
a  point  I  did  not  make  before.  The  first  and  most  important,  with  which  my  previous  article 
had  no  connection,  is  the  small  class  of  badly  corroded  archaeological  finds.  It  does  not  include 
all  archaeological  finds,  an  important  point,  but  only  those  with  a  heavy  chemical  corrosion 
which  prevents  a  full  reading  of  the  coin.  The  second  class,  to  which  the  article  applied,  is 
that  of  poor,  worn,  or  corroded  Roman  coins,  sold  cheaply  because  of  their  condition,  which 
can  be  redeemed  for  a  budding  collection  or  improved  for  resale.  Taking  a  somewhat  callous 
and  commercial  view,  these  coins  have  no  artistic,  archaeological  or  historical  value,  and  seldom 
merit  numismatic  consideration. 

“  Commercial  cleaning .” 

In  reviewing  the  cleaning  of  the  second  class  of  coin  it  will  be  best  to  follow  the  order  of  the 
original  article.  No  method  seems  needed  for  the  cleaning  of  gold  coins.  I  have  met  with  few 
of  any  sort,  and  of  those  few  none  have  needed  more  than  a  gentle  rub  in  warm  soapy  water  with 
a  bristle  brush.  Solid  silver  coins  rarely  need  chemical  attention — where  necessary  the  ammonia 
treatment  seems  suitable.  Often  the  most  difficult  class  to  clean  is  that  which  has  a  copper  core 
overlaid,  plated  or  washed  with  silver.  The  contact  of  copper  and  silver  in  damp  earth,  or  any 
other  moisture,  sets  up  a  natural  voltaic  cell,  and  corrosion  seems  inevitable.  For  a  quick,  violent 
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clean,  ammonia  will  usually  remove  most  of  the  corrosion,  but  the  silver  wash  will  disappear  as 
well.  Solid  silver  plating  or  overlay,  is,  in  my  experience,  unaffected. 

When  dealing  “  commercially  ”  with  copper  coins  a  method  is  needed  by  which  several 
hundred  can  be  dealt  with  in  one  or  two  weeks,  which  will  leave  the  coin  free  from  active 
corrosion.  The  method  must  be  quick  and  effective,  and  I  see  no  reason  to  retract  from  the 
suggestion  of  10%  nitric  acid  followed  by  thorough  washing,  soaking,  and  rinsing.  The  main 
argument  against  this  is  that  it  is  an  “  uncontrolled  ”  method  of  cleaning  which  when  care¬ 
lessly  applied  is  certain  to  leave  active  corrosive  agents  on  the  coin.  In  the  case  of  unimportant 
poor,  corroded  small  brass,  the  fact  that  the  method  is  uncontrolled  is  unimportant,  the  second 
fact  is  more  dangerous.  Nitric  acid  can  only  be  employed  with  satisfactory  results  if  a  full 
washing  and  rinsing  is  carried  out.  This  involves  an  initial  scrubbing  in  running  water,  followed 
by  a  thorough  soaking  and  rinsing  in  rain-water  or  distilled  water. 


Archaeological  Specimens. 

Any  reader  who  is  interested  in  Roman  coins  is  bound  to  come  in  contact  sometime  with 
“  local  finds.”  They  may  be  dug  up  in  gardens,  ploughed  up  in  fields,  or  thrown  out  by  workmen 
digging  trenches.  They  may  be  recent  finds,  or  coins  which  have  been  lying  around  in  odd 
Jboxes  for  years.  Whatever  their  history  they  deserve  individual  attention  and  consideration. 
^Firstly,  any  treatment  they  may  receive  must  not  in  any  way  prejudice  their  chance  of  survival. 
This  rule  may  be  subject  to  one  exception  in  the  case  of  corroded  coins  from  an  excavation 
where  it  is  vital  to  get  the  utmost  information  from  a  coin  even  if  it  is  destroyed  in  the  process. 
Normally  the  coin  will  only  need  a  brush  with  a  brass  wire,  or  better  a  glass  fibre  brush,  and  its 
details  will  be  fully  visible.  Sometimes  more  will  be  necessary,  and  a  complete  stripping  may 
even  be  needed.  For  copper  coins  in  such  cases  a  solution  of  either  ammonia,  or  of  15% 
“  Calgon  ”  (Sodium  hexa-metaphosphate)  is  best  employed.  For  silver  perhaps  formic  acid  is 
best  and  safest.  The  silver  coated  coins  mentioned  above  are  a  difficult  problem.  Undoubtedly 
the  best  method  of  attack  is  with  an  orange  stick  and  careful  use  of  a  brush.  If  “  liquid  ” 
cleaning  has  to  be  used  then  you  have  to  be  resigned  to  losing  the  silver  wash,  as  any  solution 
which  removes  corrosion  tends  also  to  unsettle  any  coating.  It  is  a  matter  of  choosing  the  lesser 
of  two  evils. 


Finally  I  should  like  to  deal  with  the  general  question  of  cleaning  coins.  Most  disagreements 
arise,  I  suspect,  because  the  antagonists  are  rarely  arguing  over  similar  conditions.  It  is  as 
wrong  to  say  “  no  coin  should  ever  be  cleaned  ”  as  it  is  to  say  “  all  coins  should  be  cleaned,” 
and  such  dogmatic  outbursts  should  be  avoided.  Obviously  there  is  a  middle  way  which  is 
dictated  by  the  coin  in  question.  I  have  never  regretted  washing  the  one  or  two  gold  coins 
in  my  possession.  With  a  nailbrush  and  a  little  soap  the  greasy  dirt  disappears  and,  to  my 
mind,  the  real  beauty  of  the  gold  comes  in  its  place.  I  feel  less  sure  about  silver.  The  metal, 
as  before,  has  an  intrinsic  beauty,  but  perhaps  cleaning  often  reveals  surface  pits  and  flaws 
w’hich  wTere  invisible  before.  Here  as  always  no  rules  can  be  laid  down.  A  surface  patina  may 
often  look  pleasing,  but  dirt  and  grime  seldom  do.  With  copper  coins  all  argument  must  depend 
on  the  piece  under  scrutiny.  “  Collectors  pieces,”  by  definition,  are  coins  which  do  not  need 
cleaning,  so  that  by  simple  reasoning  those  who  collect  only  such  pieces  will  never  need  to 
clean  them.  Less  wealthy  collectors  however  are  bound  to  come  across  some  less  perfect  coins. 
If  they  have  thick  chemical  corrosions  there  is  usually  a  good  chance  that  cleaning  will  greatly 
improve  them — at  all  events  nothing  is  lost.  A  patina  is  a  different  problem,  as  on  stripping  it 
often  reveals  a  pitted  surface  far  less  pleasant  than  the  patina  removed.  But  in  all  cases  the 
jrather  cheap  look  of  newly  stripped  metal  is  an  important  factor  to  bear  in  mind  before  setting 
out  to  clean  any  coin.

Mr.  James,  in  submitting  his  new  Guide  Book  for  review,  observes  that  “a  stereotyped 
catalogue  ”  is  the  last  thing  he  has  set  out  to  produce.  He  envisions,  rather,  a  new  sort  of  annual 
book,  offering,  from  year  to  year,  selections  of  new  illustrations,  and  supplementary  material. 
This  policy  would  seem  a  sound  one:  the  Guide  Book  in  its  slimmer  (152  pages)  First  Edition 
whetted  the  appetite  for  more  on  such  series  as  the  commercial  and  religious  tokens  of  Canada — 
a  series  where  much  has  remained  to  be  done  since  Breton’s  time.  This  year’s  Second  Edition 
offers  a  further  wealth  of  illustrations  along  these  lines,  and  incorporates  a  useful  numbering 
system,  but  its  greatest  numismatic  service  is  provided  when  it  turns  its  attention  to  an  entirely 
new  field,  namely  Canada’s  bank  currencies.  The  last  word  on  this  subject,  however,  will  not 
be  written  for  many  decades — if,  indeed,  ever — but  the  growing  number  who  have  come  to

New  Researches  on  the  Ancient  Coinage  of  China. — An  important  paper  on  this 
subject  entitled  Remarks  on  the  Area  of  Distribution  and  the  nature  of  the  Excavations  of 
!  u  ,  by  ,•  Takeshi  Sekino  appears  in  Toyo  Gakuho,  vol.  41,  No.  2,  pp.  101-127 

(published  Sept.  1958).  Since  the  original  is  in  Japanese  and  the  journal  is  but  rarely  found  in 
the  gi eater  libraries  of  Britain  a  short  note  on  its  findings  may  be  of  interest  to  numismatists. 

e  paper  is  devoted  to  an  analysis  of  the  50  odd  pu-coins  which  have  been  scientifically  . 
excavated  in  China  during  the  last  nine  years— excavations  which  have  also  yielded  such  coinsi 
as  the  Ming  knives,  the  h  uan  round  coins  and  the  old  “  spades  of  Liang  ”  (using  the  ter-^ 
minoiogy  of  Wang  \u-Ch  uan  s  “  Early  Chinese  Coinage  ”).  Previous  to  this  almost  all  the 
coins  had  come,  as  the  author  thinks,  from  buried  hoards  plundered  by  “  grave- 
robbeis  and  indeed  one  such  hoard  consisting  of  460  Pu  coins  in  a  Hu-type  bronze  vessel  is 
recorded  in  vol.  6  of  the  Wen-wu  ts’an-K'ao  tsu-liao  for  1958,  it  having  been  found  in  Jui- 
ch  eng-hsien  in  Shansi.  As  a  result  of  his  survey  the  author  comes  to  the  following  conclusions : 

1  I  hat  the  “  square  shouldered  square  legged  ”  pu  coins  (a  term  derived  from  Terrien 
dc  Id  Couperic  and  the  same  as  the  late  spades  II  ot  ^X^ang  Yu-chuan)  have  no  relation 
to  the  States  of  the  Chan-Kuo  period  (403  to  221  B.c.)  but  are  now  found  over  an  extensive 
area,  i  he  author  sees  in  this  an  aspect  of  the  struggle  between  the  government  controlled 
mints  and  private  minting.  The  latter  must  have  been  considerable  since  even  by 
425  B.c.  all  the  princes  and  minor  nobility  had  their  own  mints. 

2  The  socketted  handle  pu-coins  are  now  known  to  extend  in  time  to  the  end  of  the  Chan- 
kuo  period.  1  his  is  most  unexpected  since  previously  nearly  all  authorities  had  envisaged 
them  as  earlier  than  the  commencement  of  this  period— perhaps  in  origin,  much  earlier. 
Dr.  Sekino  now  believes  that  we  must  view  this  tvpe  of  coin  as  having  only  a  short 
period  of  circulation  and  that  it  is  unlikely  to  reach  back  very  far  into  a  period  anterior 
to  that  of  the  Chan-kuo. 
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3  Pu  coins,  the  author  thinks,  may  now  be  regarded,  not  merely  as  burial  objects  (indeed 
these  latter  may  have  been  of  a  thinner  type  especially  made  for  the  purpose)  but  as 
real  coins  of  a  high  basic  value,  the  various  types  showing  very  considerable  overlapping 
chronologically. — F.  A.  Turk. 

The  Royal  Mint  Exhibit  at  New  York. — I  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  Royal  Mint 
Exhibit  at  the  British  Exhibition,  held  at  New  York  City’s  Coliseum,  on  June  26th — the  last 
day  of  this  great  show— and  found  this  to  be  one  of  the  real  highlights  of  the  Exhibition. 

The  spectators  were  especially  interested  in  watching  the  expert  operator  at  the  coining 
press  turn  out  souvenir  medals  of  the  Exhibition.  And  in  my  own  case,  though  I’ve  been 
interested  in  coins  for  a  long  time  now,  this  was  the  first  time  that  I  had  seen  an  actual  coining 
press  in  operation.  Incidentally,  the  press  used  at  the  Exhibit  was  one  of  the  Royal  Alint’s, 
manufactured  by  Taylor  &  Challen  Ltd.  of  Birmingham. 

Numismatists  with  whom  I  spoke  at  the  Coliseum  all  agreed  that  the  artistic  1960  five  shill¬ 
ing  piece  (specially  encased)  made  a  fine  buy  at  $1.00.  It  makes  a  fine  addition  to  any  coin 
collection.  H.  G.  Stride’s  “  The  Royal  Mint,”  an  outline  history,  also  attracted  wide  attention 
— and  good  sales. 

The  importance  of  the  Royal  Mint  was  further  emphasized  by  a  showing  of  coins  of  other 
Inations  struck  by  the  mint,  including  Burma,  Costa  Rica,  Ecuador,  Iceland,  Iraq,  Libya, 
Nicaragua,  Paraguay  and  Uruguay. 

The  British  Exhibition  was  indeed  one  of  the  best  “  shows  ”  that  New  York  City  has  had 
in  a  long  time  and  even  “  hard-boiled  ”  New  Yorkers,  whose  attention  is  very  often  divided 
by  numerous  forms  of  diversion  agreed  that  this  was  one  of  the  finest  things  they  had  seen  in  a 
long  time.  And  the  Royal  Mint  display  clearly  played  no  small  part  in  the  success  of  the  whole 
Exhibition. — Robert  Obojski. 

The  Claim  to  France. — Although  the  last  English  possessions  in  France  were  lost  in 
1558  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Alary,  it  is  intriguing  to  note  that  the  Royal  Title:  “  King 
(Queen)  of  France  .  .  .”  is  retained  for  nearly  250  years  after  this  date. 

Elizabeth  I  (1558-1603)  has  the  general  title:  Elizabeth  :  Dei  :  Gratia  :  ANGliae  :  FRAnciae  : 
et  :  HiBerniae  :  regina  :,  i.e.  Elizabeth,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Queen  of  England,  France  and 
Ireland. 

This  general  form  of  the  title  continues  on  English  coins  in  the  various  forms:  fran  :, 
fra  :,  fr:  or  f  :  until  about  1800,  with  the  sole  exception  of  coins  of  the  Commonwealth  period 
(1649-60).  On  the  earlier  issues  of  George  III  (1760-1820)  the  Royal  Title  has  become:

Was  there  any  legitimate  reason  for  this  retention  of  the  title:  “  king  of  .  .  .  France  ” 
over  such  a  long  period  of  time,  or  is  it  simply  a  sign  of  refusal  to  recognise  defeat  ? — Richard  J.

Information  Sought  concerning  J.-F.  Droz. — The  writer  would  welcome  correspon¬ 
dence  with  persons  who  have  specific  information  for  publication  concerning  the  Swiss 
medallist  and  engraver  Jean-Pierre  Droz  (1746-1823),  who  spent  most  of  his  life  in  Paris. 
Needed  information  includes  a  detailed  chronology  of  his  activities  (with  references  to  source 
material)  during  the  period  he  worked  for  or  was  corresponding  with  Boulton  &  Watt  or  the 
Soho  Mint  near  Birmingham;  roughly  1786-1793.  For  example,  what  are  the  dates  of  his 
Channel  crossings,  and  what  is  the  terminal  date  of  his  employment  with  Boulton  ?  Already 
available  are  these  references:  Forrer’s  ‘  Biographical  Notes  of  Medallists  ”  (1900);  Gallet  s 
“  Quelques  Notes  .  .  .  J.-P.  Droz  ”  (1902);  Bousfield’s  “  The  Pattern  Halfpennies  .  .  .  J.  P. 
Droz”  (B.N.J.,  1908);  and  Dickinson’s  “Matthew  Boulton”  (1937).—/?.  H.  Williamson , 
933  Rolhowood  Road ,  Lynchburg ,  Va.,  U.S.A. 

SOME  SIDELIGHTS  ON  THE  QUEEN  S 
MEDAL  FOR  SOUTH  AFRICA,  1899/1902.

“  Only  another  Q.S.A. !”  I  wonder  how  many  medals  have  been  condemned  to  the  melting 
pot  as  a  result  of  these  words,  so  often  heard  from  collectors,  and  I  wonder  also  if  they  are 
really  fair  comment.  In  spite  of  the  numbers  awarded  and  that  practically  every  regiment  of 
the  British  Army  took  part  (not  to  mention  Colonial  and  Irregular  Corps),  there  is  quite  a  lot 
of  interest  to  be  found  in  this  medal. 
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QUEEN’S  MEDAL  FOR  SOUTH  AFRICA 


Let  us  first  take  a  look  at  the  clasps — twenty-six  of  them.  Six  commemorate  the  famous 
sieges,  Mafeking,  Kimberley  and  Ladysmith.  Clasps  were  given  for  the  defence  of  each  and 
also  a  clasp  was  awarded  to  the  relieving  troops.  Although  the  rare  clasp  for  Defence  of  Mafe¬ 
king  is  usually  to  be  found  to  local  units,  it  is  surprising  to  find  so  many  other  units  were  also 
represented:  Royal  Artillery,  Royal  Horse  Guards,  Royal  West  Kents,  to  name  only  some. 
Regarding  the  Defence  clasps,  I  do  feel  that  they  should  have  been  granted  to  the  nurses  and 
other  ladies  who  helped  in  various  ways,  sharing  the  hardships  and  not  a  few  of  the  dangers  of 
the  fighting  men.  I  have  seen  a  medal  to  Rev.  Mother  Superior  Frances  de  Saulle.  My  guess 
is  that  she  may  have  been  one  of  the  nuns  who  were  besieged  in  Mafeking.  And  what  of  Baden- 
Powell’s  boys,  the  original  Boy  Scouts  ?  They  wore  uniform,  acted  as  messengers  and,  I 
believe,  suffered  casualties.  Has  any  one  seen  a  medal  to  one  of  these  boys  ?  I  should  like  to 
know  how  they  are  named.  It  is  rather  interesting,  too,  to  learn  that  some  half-a-dozen  men 
and  an  officer  of  a  famous  R.H.  A.  battery  which  took  part  in  the  Relief  of  Kimberley,  were  shut 
up  in  that  town  and  so  received  the  Defence  clasp,  while  the  remainder  of  the  battery  received 
the  Relief.  Engagement  clasps  amount  to  thirteen  but  quite  a  large  number  of  small  actions  and 
several  bigger  ones  which  were  unsuccessful  but  which  involved  much  hard  fighting  and  in 
which  many  deeds  of  heroism  were  performed,  were  not  rewarded.  Colenso,  Korn  Spuit  and 
Spion  Kop  spring  to  mind.  £ 

A  lot  of  care  went  to  the  choice  of  clasps  and  in  order  that  a  man  who  might  have  seen™ 
quite  a  lot  of  action  but  not  in  a  large-scale  engagement  should  not  be  unrewarded  “  Colony  ” 
bars  were  given,  Cape  Colony,  Transvaal,  Natal,  Rhodesia  and  Orange  Free  State.  I  am  afraid, 
however,  that  while  a  large  number  of  these  were  earned  the  hard  way,  others  “  came  up  with 
the  rations,”  as  the  following  extract  proves.  It  is  taken  from  the  diary  of  an  officer  of  the 
Cameronians,  which  is  in  my  possession.  He  was  in  command  of  a  block  house  and  the  extract 
reads:  “  Mar.  2,  1902.  The  Australians  are  to  do  a  five-day  ride  into  the  Free  State  to  get  a 
clasp  for  it  before  being  disbanded  as  their  time  is  up.” 

Finally,  two  date  bars:  S.  Africa  1901  and  S.  Africa  1902  for  men  who  served  in  those  years 
but  did  not  qualify  for  the  King’s  medal.  This  would  appear  to  have  covered  practically  every 
eventuality  but  gives  rise  to  some  rather  curious  situations.  I  know  of  a  medal  with  three  clasps, 
two  Colony  and  S.  Africa  1902,  to  an  officer  who  landed  in  S.  Africa  in  Mar.  1902  and  returned 
to  the  United  Kingdom  in  May  1902.  It  will  be  seen  that  Queen  Victoria  had  been  dead  over 
a  year  before  he  reached  S.  Africa  yet  he  qualifies  for  the  Queen’s  medal  and  not  the  King’s. 
Some  of  these  dated  bars  were  sent  to  recipients  very  late  which  no  doubt  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  they  are  often  to  be  found  fixed  in  a  different  manner  from  the  others.  I  know  of 
clasps  sent  as  late  as  1906  and  1910  (both  these  recipients  had  settled  in  S.  Africa). 

One  hears  a  lot  about  “  unofficial  ”  clasps.  No  doubt  unscrupulous  people  have  faked 
clasps  2nd  some  of  the  recipients  added  clasps  but  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  a  number  of 
these  so-called  unofficial  bars  are  genuine — merely  made  by  a  different  contractor.  This  is 
partly  proved  by  the  fact  that  these  clasps  are  frequently  found  on  perfectly  genuine  medals  to 
high-ranking  officers  and  it  is  difficult  to  think  why  they  should  go  to  the  trouble  of  having 
one  clasp  taken  off  and  another  substituted  and  surely  one  cannot  suspect  them  of  having  had 
clasps  added  for  “  swank.” 

I  said  earlier  that  nearly  every  regiment  of  the  Army  took  part.  In  addition  a  great  number 
of  officers  managed  to  find  an  excuse  for  leave  and  slipped  in — remember  Kipling’s  “  A 
Sahib’s  War  ?”  I  have  seen  an  entry  in  a  medal  roll  in  which  an  officer  is  disallowed  the  medal 
as  “  he  was  absent  without  leave  from  his  own  unit  ”  at  the  time.  And  he  was  not  a  junior^ 
officer  either.  I  have  one  to  a  corporal  of  Imperial  Yeomanry  who  was  previously  a  Naval™ 
Cadet  and  Master  Mariner.  Although  commissioned  into  the  Middlesex  Regt.  he  continued  to 
serve  in  the  I.Y.  for  some  time.  He  eventually  served  for  twelve  years  in  Africa  attached  to  the 
W.A.A.F.  in  which  he  was  awarded  the  D.S.O.  and  French  Croix  de  Guerre. 

Nearly  every  Regiment  had  volunteer  companies,  Mounted  Infantry,  men  from  Militia 
Batts.  Kipling’s  “  R.A.M.R.  Infantillery  Corps  ”  was  not  all  imagination.  These  were  the 
Royal  Artillery  Mounted  Rifles — Horse,  Foot  and  Guns  all  in  one!  I  do  not  know,  however,  if 
their  medals  were  so  inscribed.  All  sorts  of  odd  units  are  to  be  found;  Town  Guards,  Rifle 
Clubs  Fighting  Scouts  and,  of  course,  the  C.I.V.  which  contained  men  from  many  volunteer 
corps  and  we  must  not  forget  the  Contingents  from  the  Colonies.  I  know  of  medals  to  “  Stm: 
Rd:  Trnspt:”  (presumably  he  was  a  driver  of  a  traction  engine),  “President  A.  Hulley, 
Melmoth  R.A.”  (a  guess  is  that  he  was  president  of  the  Melmoth  Rifle  Assn.),  “  Civilian  G. 
Lemon  ”  (with  5  clasps  too),  one  to  a  “  J.  E.  Wilkinson.”  The  Johannesburg  Fire  Brigade 
submitted  a  claim  but  in  what  capacity  they  served  I  do  not  know.  They  appear  to  have  received 
the  silver  medal  though.  There  is  a  roll  of  the  South  East  Gas  Company’s  Reservists.  This 
turned  out  to  be  some  men  of  the  Gas  Co.  who  had  not  received  their  medals  and  a  joint  claim 
was  lodged  by  the  Secretary  of  their  Association  on  their  behalf.  The  Chinese  Regiment  of 
Infantry  roll  consists  only  of  one  name — rather  surprisingly  a  Lt.  Jones.  Even  medals  to  the  same 
regiment  are  to  be  found  differently  named,  for  instance :  “  Queen’s  Regt.”  or  “  R.  W.  Surr.  R.” 
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Many  interesting  awards  are  found  to  individuals.  Sir  Winston  Churchill  claimed  the 
medal  as  a  war  correspondent  but  received  it  as  a  Lieut,  of  South  Africa  Light  Horse.  Edgar 
Wallace’s  claim  was  disallowed  and  I  wonder  if  I  see  the  hand  of  Kitchener  in  this.  His  dislike 
of  war  correspondents  is  well  known  and  Edgar  Wallace  upset  him  personally  by  getting  the 
news  of  the  signing  of  peace  to  London  twenty-four  hours  before  Kitchener  released  it. 
I  should  like  to  know  if  Wallace  persisted  with  his  claim.  Mr.  C.  R.  Henry,  C.I.E.  of  the 
C.I.D.  was  granted  the  medal.  Three  civilian  grooms,  one  of  whom  claimed  to  have  served  in 
several  engagements,  were  granted  “  the  bronze  medal  only.”  This  seems  to  be  hard,  especially 
as  a  civilian  Veterinary  Surgeon  receives  the  silver  medal  with  clasps.  These  men  and  the 
nurses  did  not  even  receive  the  date  or  “  Colony  ”  clasps  although  they  must  have  fulfilled  the 
same  conditions  as  many  of  the  actual  recipients. 

Is  it  not  a  pleasure  to  come  across  a  medal  to  a  man  of  Q.  Batty.  R.H.A.  who  was  at  Sannas 
Post  or  a  man  of  the  5  Lancers  with  Elandslaagte  clasp  ?  And  what  of  the  famous  “  dated  ” 
medals  to  Strathcone’s  Horse  ? 

There  is  still  much  room  for  research  regarding  this  medal  and  perhaps  now  the  rolls  are 
accessible  at  the  Public  Record  Office,  someone  will  undertake  this  and  instead  of  my  opening 
remark,  we  shall  hear  the  keen  collector  cry  “  Another  interesting  Q.S.A.!” 

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


British  N.S.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  of  the  society 
held  on  28th  June,  Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  read  a  paper 
entitled  “  Essays  in  Coinage  by  Machinery  in  the  Reign 
of  Charles  I.”  He  discussed  the  various  types  of 
machinery  in  use  in  Europe  at  that  time,  and  inferred 
that  Briot’s  coinages  in  England  were  struck  by  a  rocker 
press,  since  documentary  sources  showed  that  this  was 
the  machinery  familiar  to  him  at  the  Paris  mint  and  used 
by  him  at  Edinburgh.  This  type  of  apparatus  could 
produce  very  good  coins  if  used  normally,  but  if  worked 
under  pressure  it  produced  poor  coins.  Many  of  the 
Tower  half-crowns  with  ragged  edges  were  possibly 
struck  by  machinery,  and  most  provincial  issues  were 
certainly  struck  in  this  way. 

Messrs.  Ashby,  Blunt,  Liddell,  Lyon,  Pollard, 
Stewart,  Major  Lister  and  the  President  took  part  in 
the  discussion  which  followed  Dr.  Kent’s  paper.
